WHEN IT 
WA S RE A LLY COLD. 


I n k Fro*** t o P e n » a n d H oy » to W e t 
1,a p u t o n *** l i t lit« *» « * I I u > k. 
The an cien t art of keepin g warm in 
blusterin g win ter weather was crud e 
as practiced by the forefathers or 
Jud ge Sewell would n ot have com­ 
plain ed that he was slow in record in g 
even ts in his d iary because his in k 
froze upon his pen . 
Nor would the 
colon ial shoemakers have man y times 
d ecid ed that it was too cold to make 
shoes, but just right to go hun tin g. 
The test of tem perature was mad e by 
allowin g uu appren tice to sit on a wet 
lapstoue. 
If lie was frozen to it the 
weather was con sid ered too cold to 
work. 
In d eed , just how the people of the 
cold parts of tin s coun try g >t un y com­ 
fort d urin g the severe win ter d ays is 
n ot apparen t to the eyes of tod ay that 
have looked upon the simple an d curi­ 
ous licat prod ucers of early times. 
A 
rare collection of these an cien t fire 
places, an d iron s, stoves an d other pro­ 
moters of mercurial rises is preserved 
tod ay in the Essex in stitute in Salem. 
Mass., together with much In terestin g 
in formation thereon . 
On e of these curios is a tire back from 
the an cestral home of Colour* Timothy 
Pickerin g. W ashin gton ’s frien d an d 
secretary of war. 
It is of slate an d 
looks like a graveston e. It was carved 
with the Pickerin g family crest. 
It 
was placed in the back of the fireplace, 
so that the burn in g logs would n ot set 
fire to the house. 
These old fashion ed fireplaces were 
huge affairs. 
Child ren could sit in 
their corn ers an d watch the sparks 
chase each other toward the stars. The 
fireplaces an d chimn eys were first lin ed 
with mud , so that they would n ot burn , 
but later they were mad e of brick. 
It is a common remark that in tryin g 
to get warm at such the faces of peo­ 
ple were roasted from the heat, while 
their backs froze in the d rafts from the 
cracks in the win d ows an d d oors. 
But the early forefathers were a 
hard y race an d en d ured the cold won ­ 
d erfully. 
The Puritan s of Salem re­ 
fused to heat their meetin g houses, d e­ 
clarin g that warmth therein “was a 
sn ake of ye wily an d wicked Satan .” 
The sturd y Puritan sires an d their 
sous kicked their heels together when 
the cold stopped the circulation of their 
blood , an d the preachers often patien t­ 
ly paused in their two hours’ d is­ 
courses to wait for everybod y to be­ 
come warm an d stop kickin g. 
Women carried little foot stoves to 
church. 
These were perforated tin 
box es about a foot square, in to which 
hot embers from the family hearth 
were placed , an d the hot stove was 
then taken to meetin g alon g with the 
Bible. 
, 
Coal was kn own as early as 1G37 In « 
this coun try, an d it was called “iron j 
etone.” 
But wood wa s far chea per( 
a nd more conv enient a nd wa s most | 
used. 
Pea t wa s a lso utilized, a s it 
could be obta ined from ma ny bogs. 
Stov es were introduced a s ea rly 


1652. an d in that year the gen eral 
court of Massachusetts gran ted to John 
Clark 10 shillin gs for every family 
usin g id s valuable in ven tion , a stove, 
for a period of three years, an d this 
gran t was subsequen tly ex ten d ed for 
a period of Clark’s lifetime, the gen eral 
court bein g d eeply grateful for the com­ 
fort d erived from his in ven tion . 
The first open fron t coal stoves were 
d esign ed by Ben jamin Fran klin an d 
were cast by James Byres & Co. in 
Sprin gfield . Mass, in 1787. 
Fran klin 
probably got his id ea from the German 
stoves used in Pen n sylvan ia. 
These 
had a hot air d rum, v d ch ex ten d ed to 
the secon d story an d warmed that part 
of the house, but the d oors of man y of

paid back to the state by the national 
government to settle the civil war 
d ebt. 
Last year, when the assessed valua­ 
tion was only $1,08 2.744,08 3. the rate 
was 5 5 cents. The 
equalizrd valua­ 
tion this y ear is $1,068 ,298 ,177. 
The lowest tax rate in the last ten 
y ears was in 18 92 and highest in 18 97, 
when it was 66 cents.

Th e 
purse th e "purse bearer" solemnly car­ 
ries as, array ed in court dress, h e pre­ 
cedes th e lord ch ancellor to and from 
th e h ouse of loros is a gorgeous satch el 
embroidered with th e royal arms and 
oth er h eraldic devices in wh ite and 
gold and lined with th e rich est silk. 
It is supposed to contain th e great seal. 
As a matter of fact, th at emblem of a 
migh ty sovereignty is never in th e 
satch el. 
If it were, th e responsibility 
of th e "purse bearer" would be great- 
much greater indeed th an if h e h ad to 
bear a purse th at carried a salary of 
£ 10,000 a y ear.
